In response to Applicant's statement regarding the finality of the last Office action, the 
Examiner maintains the final rejection in view of the fact that the extendable and retractable 
column assembly was not presented as a limitation in any of the claims depending from amended 
claims 1 and 14. 

In response to Applicant's statement regarding the teaching of Ulbricht ; 242 against 
using a circulating fluid, the Examiner contends the reference is evidence of prior knowledge, 
and would have therefore been an obvious modification to one having ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to effect cooling.
